DOUBLE TRAGEDY RESULT OF QUARREL Claimed by Newspaper; Progressive

Thorough Investigation 


Thos. Woodley and J. M. Macdon- 
ald alias Robertson, two hunters, were 
found dead some distance in tho 
woods from Hargwen. a town west of 
Edson, on the main line of the G. T. 
P. railway, by a search party, accord. 
ing to a wire received at provincial 
police headquarters late Wednesday 
afternoon under circumstances that 
have all the appearances of a double 
tragedy as a result of what appears 
to have been a shooting affray. A 
warrant has becn issued for the arrest 
of Andrew Davis, last seen with the 
two dead men. 

From what little information can 
be gathered, it appears that the two 
men were ir the district on a hunt- 
ing trip. and left early Sunday morn- 
ing for their hunting grounds, Sun- 
day morning shots were heard, a 
on the party not returning within a | 
few days. a search party was organis- 
ed, The searching party came across 
the discarded packs of the men first, 
and then some distance farther on, in | 
a lonely section of the woods, found 
the two men lying tn a snow-trampled 
area, dead, with bullet holes in their 
bodies. The tracks in the snow and 
evident signs of a struggle of some 
sort bore mute testimony to the 
tragedy that had been enacted. 

At the present time Constable Cald- 
well and Constable Woods, of the 
Edson division of the provincial po- 
lice, are working on the case, while

There is every indication that he 
will be joined by Hon, R. J. Manion, minister of gcldiers’ civil restab- 
lishment. Both sat for Ontario seats. Both joined the government only 
on its reorganiation in September. Should they both be defeated, a 
total of eleven ministers—including the premier himself—will have 
failed to secure election.

The standing of Liberals and Conservatives has therefore now 
been reversed. Where Conservatives had 120, Liberals now have that 
number. But the position of Conservatives in the next house will be 
worse than was that of Liberals at dissolution for, where the Liberals 
had 84 seats, the Conservatives will—according to latest returns— 
have only fifty. Today’s returns also firmly establish the Progressives 
as the official opposition. The standing is important as the leader of 
the official opposition receives.a salary on the same basis as a minister 
of the crown. 

Independents and labor fared badly. In the whole Domnion; 
they elected only two candidates, one in Calgary and one in Winnipeg.

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The great majority of the Cana- 
dian people have had all the coali- 
tion Government they want, and 
then some. There was a frightful 
slaughter of the ‘‘turn coats.”’

While the Liberal majority in 
the Dominion is little, it is enough 
to place beyond question that a 
new era of government has been 
entered upon in Canada, Auto- 
cracy has been defeated and | 
democracy reinstated. The pro- 
nouncement of the premier-elect 
against compromises and coali- 
tions meets the approval of the | 
great majority of the people, and 
as well the needs of the country, 
What is wanted is an aggressive 
and definite government policy 
such as cannot be achieved under 
coalition or compromise. | 

Although the Liberal majority | 
is small, having been secured as 
it has been,, it may reasonably be 
expected that the new government | 
will receive support that will en- 
able it to carry on successfully. | 
Moderate men of patriotic motives 
amongst either the Conservatives 
or Progressives will prefer to sup- 
port sane legislation and sound 
administration at the hands of a 
Liberal government rather than 
plunge the country into further 
turmoil by forcing another gener | 
al election that could only further 
delay the economic readjustment 
that must be reached before the 
country can again go ahead, The 
enforced retirement of Premier 
Meighen will naturally ease the 
situation in this direction; for| 
whoever the new Conservative | 
leader may be he will not have to | 
meet new conditions already : 
pledged to the hilt, as Premier 
Meighen was on almost every con- | 
ceivable subject, The fact that 
power is for the time being out of | 
reach of both the Conservatives |

the people, In the meantime, as a 
result of an administration, guid- 
ed only by the idea of holding on 
to power that had been usurped, 
the country has suffered from a 
carnival of waste and maladmin- 
istration the effeet of which will 
be felt for generations. \ 

The “ailure of the so-called Pro- 
gressive party, either to attain 
control for itself or to become a 
“balance of power’? which would , 
enable its leaders to hold up the 
country on occasion 18 not less 
gratifying than the defeat of the 
Unionist party. It was a great at- 
tempt, carefully and efficiently 
staged. Its failure may be expret- 
ed to relieve the tension of feeling 
that has been caused by the pro- 
paganda of discouragement of 
consecutive effort and encourage- 
ment of destructive ideas that has 
been conducted so energetically, 
and, in the West so successfully, | 
on its behalf.
